Edwin  Black,  Author  of 
the  Sensational  Novel 
Format  C ,  Will  Speak 
Tuesday,  May  18 

Investigative  author  Edwin  Black  will  spark 
his  next  controversy  in  May  with  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  his  first  novel,  Format  C:,  the 
first  kabbalistic  Y2K  technothriller.  Black  will 
kick  off  his  national  book  tour  with  a  special 
presentation  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  at 
7:30  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  May  18. 

In  the  suspense-filled  Format  C:,  the  rich¬ 
est  man  on  earth  owns  the  biggest  computer 
company  in  the  world,  based  in  Seattle.  He 
controls  all  computers  everywhere  and  uses 
)e  Y2K  crisis  to  launch  the  ultimate  domina¬ 
tion  of  mankind  resulting  in  the  final  battle 
between  good  and  evil  fought  at  Armaged¬ 
don,  at  the  actual  site  in  Israel  at  midnight, 
December  31,  1999-  The  motto  of  the  book  is 
“Keep  Telling  Yourself  It’s  Fiction.” 

The  action  begins 
in  Chicago  and  Wash¬ 
ington  and  then 
moves  to  Jerusalem, 
Qumran,  Tsfat  and 
finally  Megiddo. 
Along  the  way, 
Black  takes  readers 
to  the  site  of  Biblical 
Hell  outside  the  Old 
City,  probes  the 
mysterious  Copper  Scroll  and  explores  mystic 
Tsfat.  It  all  culminates  at  Kibbutz  Megiddo. 
Threaded  throughout  is  the  amazing  Holo¬ 
caust  survival  story  of  “Moishe  and  Rivkele,” 
closely  based  on  the  experiences  of  Black’s 
own  parents. 

Spertus  Col¬ 
lege  of  Judaica  Dean  Byron  Sherwin  declares, 
“Edwin  Black  has  effectively  applied  his  well- 
honed  skills  as  investigative  reporter  to  con¬ 
front  the  millennial  and  apocalyptic  implica¬ 
tions  of  the  increasing  presence  of  computer 
technology  in  our  lives.

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Torah,  or  learn  to  sing  Shabbat  songs. 

In  Pirkei  Avot,  the  Ethics  of  the  Fathers, 
chapter  1  mishna  6,  Yehudah  ben  Perachya 
states,  “select  for  yourself  a  rabbi,  acquire  for 
yourself  a  friend  (for  study).”  Later  commen¬ 
tators  felt  that  in  the  absence  of  a  suitable 
study  partner  a  book  could  qualify  as  a  friend. 
As  the  12th  century  Spanish  poet  and  philoso¬ 
pher  Moses  ben  Yaakov  Ibn  Ezra  declared,  “In 
the  whole  world  there  is  no  friend  more  faith¬ 
ful,  no  companion  more  bending,  no  teacher 
more  instructive  than  a  book... It  will  bestow 
upon  you  whatever  it  can,  asking  no  favor  in 
return.  It  gives  all,  it  takes  nothing.” 

On  Shavuot  we  celebrate  the  giving  of 
the  Torah  and  its  theological  messages  to  the 
Jewish  people  on  Mount  Sinai.  The  Torah 
records,  “the  people  saw  the  sound  of  thun¬ 
der,  the  lightning,  the  voice  of  the  shofar  and 
the  mountain  smoking.”  (Exodus  20:16) 

This  encounter,  recorded  in  the  Torah, 
forms  the  basis  of  our  covenant  with  G-d  and 
our  eagerness  as  a  people  to  listen  to  the 
words  of  instruction  that  would  follow  the 
Experience  of  revelation.  Before  Moses  died, 
he  made  sure  the  laws  of  the  Torah  were  writ¬ 
ten  down  so  they  could  be  referred  to  and 
passed  on. 

Shavuot  is  called  “the  season  of  the  giv¬ 
ing  of  the  Torah”  rather  than  the  anniversary 
of  receiving  it  since  we  are  supposed  to 
receive  Torah  every  single  day.  As  we  cele¬ 
brate  the  giving  of  our  central  Book,  the 
Torah,  let  us  delight  in  the  companionship  of 
the  other  books  and  resources  through  which 
we  can  deepen  our  connection  with  our  peo¬ 
ple,  our  faith  and  our  heritage.

Aspects  of  Our  Heritage 
Atop  Our  House 

A  subtle  glass  and  metal  crown  atop  a 
glimmering  building,  the  Ramie  and 
Gerald  Silbert  Playground  complements 
the  magnificent  wrought  iron  gates  and 
Nathan  Rapoport  sculptures  which  adorn  the 
golden-hued  Mankato  Stone  of  the  Rita  and 
George  M.  Shapiro  House.  This  new  building 
and  its  sculptures  were  dedicated  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1980.  The  construction  of  the  building 
was  spearheaded  by  a  group  of  congregants, 
headed  by  George  M.  Shapiro,  who  had  a 
vision  for  the  future  of  our  congregation  of 
which  we  are  now,  just  twenty  years  later,  the 
fortunate  beneficiary.  The  playground,  a  major 
gift  and  extension  to  the  building  by  the  Sil- 
berts,  allows  our  children  to  play  safely  atop 
our  house. 

The  playground  combines  two  major 
aspects  of  our  religious  heritage:  a  sukkah, 
named  the  Ritter  Sukkah,  and  one  of  the  pri¬ 
mary  images  of  the  Festival  of  Shavuot,  the 
image  of  Moses  holding  the  tablets  of  the  Ten 
Commandments,  etched  in  glass.  Both  the 
sukkah  and  the  glass  etching  were  donated  to 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  from  the  Gerald 
and  May  Ellen  Ritter  Foundation  of  which  Ger¬ 
ald  Silbert  was  the  president. 

Gerald  and  Ramie  Silbert  have  been 
members  of  our  congregation  since  1956.  Jerry 
has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  a 
member  of  the  building  committee  and  a  vice 
president  of  our  congregation  until  after  the 
construction  of  the  new  building.  He  is  also 
an  honorary  vice  president.  He  and  George 
Shapiro  were  partners  in  the  same  lawr  firm. 

Now,  back  to  the  story  of  the  Ritters 
which  generated  the  idea  for  this  article  in  the 
first  place.  Gerald  Ritter,  a  Jew,  was  an  owner 
of  the  Barbizon  Company,  the  manufacturer  of 
women's  undergarments.  He  was  married  to 
May  Ellen,  a  non-Jew.  After  their  death  in  1981, 
Gerald  Silbert,  as  trustee  of  half  of  their  signif¬ 
icantly  large  estate,  designed  a  window  for 
their  mausoleum  at  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 
The  mausoleum  had  two  windows,  the  Jewish 
part,  a  much  larger  etching  of  Moses  with  the 
Ten  Commandments,  and  the  non-Jewish  part, 
representing  the  Christian  religion,  to  convey 
the  message  that  both  religions  have  to  learn  to 
co-exist  together.  The  glass  window  etching 
atop  our  roof  was  the  model  for  one  of  the 
windows  on  the  mausoleum. 

In  addition,  proceeds  from  the  Ritter 
Foundation  were  dispersed  within  12  years  to

Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot 
Thursday,  May  20 

It  is  a  Jewish  tradition  to  spend  the  first 
night  of  Shavuot  studying  Torah,  because  it  is 
on  Shavuot  that  we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the 
Torah  to  Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This 
tradition  is  called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

At  8  P.M.  on  Thursday,  May  20th,  Cantors 
David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy  Abramson,  togeth¬ 
er  with  the  Synagogue  Choir,  will  conduct  a 
special  Festival  service.  This  service  will  be 
followed  by  a  study  session  with  Rabbi  Miriam 
Berkowitz. 

Cheesecake  and  coffee,  in  honor  of  the 
tradition  of  eating  dairy  foods  on  Shavuot,  will 
be  served  after  the  study  session. 

About  Shavuot 

havuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Pente¬ 
cost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks 
after  Passover.  It  is  observed  for  one  day 
in  Israel  and  for  two  days  for  those  of  us  who 
live  in  the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricul¬ 
tural  festival,  a  time  of  ceremony  and  rejoicing 
when  the  first  fruits  were  brought  to 
Jerusalem.  But,  in  time,  it  became  associated 
historically  with  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on 
Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  Festival,  we 
read  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  general 
theme  is  the  Jewish  love  of  learning.  Also,  the 
Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this  time  because  it 
shows  the  great  devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopt¬ 
ed  faith  and  people. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with  this 
Festival  are  decorating  the  synagogue  with 
flowers,  all  night  study  ( Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot ), 
and  the  eating  of  dairy  foods  which  is  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  concept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of 
milk  and  honey.
